The cause of so much change 
in the schools of the county dur­ 
ing the past decade is due for 
one thing to the transportation 
system. Last week we made our 
final report of the year to the 
State Department of Education 
on 
the 
transportation 
in 
the 
county. The county superintend 
ent is required to make two of 
these reports each year. Each bus 
driver makes a report at the end 
(if each month to this office giving 
the name of each child that has 
been riding the bus during the 
month. This report also gives the 
child's age, number of days a t­ 
tended. 
grade, 
distance 
from 
school, home district, school at­ 
tended and the amount to be 
paid by the state on the trans­ 
portation When all the schools 
have completed the first month 
and these bus reports are in, the 
County Superintendent makes a 
combined report for the entire 
county. This is done also at the 
close of the fifth month. These 
reports are sent to the Rural 
School Division at Austin where 
they are checked and the amount 
of aid for transportation in the 
county is determined. 
The report for the county re­ 
veals the following 
facts: 
(1) 
There are forty-seven busses in 
the county used for the trans­ 
portation 
of 
school 
children. 
Thirty-five of these are owned 
by school districts, twelve by In­ 
dividuals. <2> 1036 grade child­ 
ren and 508 high school children 
are riding the busses. (This Is 
the number living 2 Me miles from 
school and drawing aid from the 
state*. (3) Comanche County will 
receive between fifteen and six­ 
teen thousand dollars from the 
state this year on the transpor­ 
tation. (4> The salary of the bus 
drivers range 
from 
fifteen 
to 
thirty dollars per month where 
the school owns the bus. The 
individuals who ow’n and operate 
busses receive from twenty-five 
to ninety dollars per month de­ 
pending upon the distance and 
the number riding. <5) The cast 


of transportation per month for 
the entire county is about two 
thousand five hundred ($2900) 
dollars. (Tills includes the salary 
of the drivers, cost of gas, oil 
and repairs but does not figure 
in the cost of the busses. 
The new State Aid Law makes 
it the duty of the County Super­ 
intendent and the County Board 
to set up a system of transpor­ 
tation for the purpose of trans­ 
porting high school pupils from 
their districts, where their grades 
are not taught, to the most con­ 
venient accredited high school. 
The Board is working on this 
now and will meet the local 
boards of the various districts at 
their regular meeting in April 
and May to work out the most 
efficient and economical system 
possible.
